Mr.  Simon  suggested  adapting  the  Billy  Wilder  film, 
"The  Apartment,"  with  a  score  by  Burt  Bacharach  and  Hal  David  who  had 
written  many  pop  songs  of  the  day.  Before  Simon  knew  it  he  was  picking 
directors  and  choosing  stars.  Merrick  pulled  the  team  together  and  the  show 
was  born.  We  are  very  excited  to  be  staging  this  terrific  musical. 

Also,  we  always  enjoying  meeting  our  patrons  and  would  be  more 
than  happy  to  talk  with  you  during  our  intermission  or  after  the  show. 

Please  introduce  yourselves  to  our  staff  and  give  us  your  comments, 
suggestions,  or  encouragement.
